“It is not a suspicious 
fire,” said Sgt. Tonn of the 
Didsbury RCMP. “It was a 
non-criminal fire, perhaps 
electrical or structural.” 

A 45 year old woman was 
rescued from the fire by fire¬ 
fighters, and was later 
transported by EMS and 
then by STARS helicopter to 
the Foothills Hospital in 
Calgary. 

The women remains in 


critical condition due to 
smoke inhalation. 

RCMP credit the response 
of the neighbors who called 
911, and also the quick re¬ 
sponse of the Fire Depart¬ 
ment rescuing the woman 
from the burning trailer. 

“The fire department did 
an excellent job,” said Tonn.

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Frustrated County Reeve questions MVCTA ethics, practices

Mountain View County Reeve 
Ian Harvie put forward a No¬ 
tice of Motion, which now has 
administration doing their 
homework to find out exactly 
how much money the Mountain 
View County Taxpayers Asso¬ 
ciation (MVCTPA)- directly and 
indirectly - has cost taxpayers. 

Harvie’s comments and No¬ 
tice of Motion come after a long 
list of requests, which some he 
feels are not appropriate, and 
many letters to the editor by the 
group, as well as some actions 
towards the County which 
Harvie, also feels are not appro¬ 
priate. 

In a prepared speech, Harvie 
says that his Notice of Motion 
Intent is to make all county rate¬ 
payers aware of: 

• Extra costs (direct and in¬ 
direct) incurred by administra¬ 
tion as a result of the MVCTA; 

• Concerns that County 
Council has with the MVCTA’s 
view of the democratic process, 
specifically in the area of: 

a) Board selections; 

b) Questioning procedures 
and by-laws before acquiring a 
full understanding of the facts; 

c) Not reviewing by-laws 
prior to making public state¬ 
ments; 

• Ethics of the MVCTA with 
regard to their treatment of rate¬ 
payers or individuals who may 
not support them (i.e. Phone 
calls following articles of re¬ 
sponse in the newspapers, and 
comments made suggesting that 
there will be consequences to 
those who do business with the 
County); 

• l'he accuracy of MVCTA let¬ 
ters to the editor - the most re¬ 
cent letter referencing the latest 
Assessment Review contained 
substantive information that 
was incorrect. Harvie says, 
“This is frequently the case.” 

Harvie says that the County 
is bombarded with requests 
from this group, who he refers 
to somewhat of a “special inter¬ 
est group,” explaining that their 
endless requests take away from 
County staff time. 
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"It adds up to a lot of their 
time, which takes away from 
projects they could be putting 
their energies towards,” Harvie 
said. 

Harvie says that the County, 
from day one, have decided not 
to respond to letters to the edi¬ 
tor, because they feel they need 
to be professional and carry on 
with their jobs of running the 
local government. 

“We have better things to do 
than play the cat and mouse 
game,” Harvie said. 

Sundre area Councillor 
Linda Burrell says that she cer¬ 
tainly welcomes phone calls if 
someone questions the way the 
County is operating, but ques¬ 
tions the way that the MVCTA 
way of doing business. 

“I certainly welcome criti¬ 
cism, but for staff to be con¬ 
stantly bombarded with re¬ 
quests is at times a little ridicu¬ 
lous,” she said. “We just don’t 
have enough staff to answer the 
number of requests we get from 
this group of individuals.” 

Burrell pointed out that by 
the County requesting adminis¬ 
tration to dig deep and report 
back to council with the exact 
costs - directly and indirectly - 
the MVCTA have incurred tax¬ 
payers with, is a little contra¬ 
dictory. 

“This is kind of a catch 22, 
because here we are saying they 
are taking away from staff time, 
yet we are asking them to re¬ 
search how much it is costing 
the County. I am hoping there 
isn’t too much work involved,” 
she said. 

Burrell, following her com¬ 
ments, made a motion which re¬ 
quested administration report 
back to the next council meet¬ 
ing with the exact costs that the 


MVCTA have incurred upon tax¬ 
payers. 

Harvie says that County 
Councils jobs are to focus on the 
operations of the County, and 
to do this in a professional and 
accurate manner. 

“As Council, we are commit¬ 
ted to the democratic process 
that encourages healthy debate 
and ratepayer feedback. Our job 
is to make decisions based on 
solid information; our best read 
of ratepayers’ needs; and the big 
picture of how Mountain View 
fits into provincial and federal 
agendas,” 

Harvie said. “This council 
has worked hard to ensure de¬ 
cisions are made carefully and 
in the best interests of the 
County - recognizing that posi¬ 
tive and negative feedback is 
part of the job.” 

Harvie says that he has 
heard that one of the “goals" of 
the MVCTA is to wipe the slate 
clean and have a completely 
new council after the October 
election, which he feels is inap¬ 
propriate. 

“It is my understanding that 
one of the MVCTA's mandates 
is to drive a major change in 
Council composition in the Fall 
2004 election - apparently at any 
cost; from personal allegations 
to inaccurate publications and 
presentation,” Harvie said. 

Harvie says that he believes 
there are more taxpayers who 
support what council does and 
decides, than there is that sup¬ 
port the MVCTA. 

“Mountain View County has 
a strong ratepayer electorial 
base. I feel confident that they 
will continue to support the due 
diligence process of Council, and 
not that of a special interest 
group that does not have an 
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elected mandate to represent 
Mountain View County rate¬ 
payers at large. 

This council supports con¬ 
structive criticism and em¬ 
braces a process to ensure 
healthy debate.” 

The MVCTA Chairman, Syd 
Vollmin who sat on council for 
18 years, 10 of those years as 
Reeve, didn’t have much to say, 
but says that the Reeve alle¬ 
gations of the group are not 
accurate. 

“I don’t think I will make any 
comment (really),” Vollmin said. 

Vollmin did go on to say, 
though, that the group which he 
chairs is not of any extra cost to 
the County, and that they are 
just doing their job. 

“We are not costing them any 


money. That is staff, they don’t hire 
any new staff, they are there.” 

Vollmin had lunch with the 
Reeve, and he says that after a 
healthy lunch conversation it back¬ 
fired on him with legal threats be¬ 
ing given to him. 

“I had lunch with the man in 
Olds and then one Saturday he allied 
me up at home and we talked for a 
longtime and he threatened me with 
litigation...’’He is quite an indi¬ 
vidual...” 

Vollmin says that the MVCTA 
has been going for at least 25 years, 
but just recently they beaime a reg¬ 
istered association. 

Council is expected to have a re¬ 
port back from administration in 
relation to the costs incurred by tax¬ 
payers due to requests from the 
MVCTA.

In Phase One, the east 
pasture, will have 25 lots, 
which should be ready by 
September, barring delays 
with servicing. 

The new subdivision will 
be made as environmentally 
friendly as possible. All 
storm water will be dealt 
with above the ground in a 
more natural manner. 

“This will be functional 
for home owners, storm 
water, and a trail system for 
the Town,” said Whitfield. 

The orientation of the 
roads is going to go slightly 
east of south. 

“We want the houses fac¬ 
ing slightly east,” said 
Whitfield. “This is the best 
for solar gain.” 

DCR will have some of the 
features of a new urbanism 
style of development. Ga¬ 
rages will be on the north 
side of the building, with a 
few exceptions. 

“We are hoping to attract 
conventional builders with 
a good mix of green build¬ 
ers,” said Whitfield. 

Eventually, in total there 
will be about 110 acres of 
residential development. 


the Dorins’ have cattle and 
horses. The land has been 
mostly used as pasture. 

“I knew this land had ur¬ 
ban development possibili¬ 
ties when I first saw it,” said 
Herman. 

An area structure plan 
was done in 2002 by Jason 
Whitfield. 

“Once we got Jason into 
things, everything went very 
fast,” said Herman. “Jason 
and I have a similar ap¬ 
proach to development. I 
wanted something unique 
with lots of open green 
space. Things got postponed 
in the past because there 
was no demand for develop¬ 
ment in the late eighties, 
early nineties.” 

Instead of having alleys 
between the houses, the 
Dorins’ will have green 
strips, about 20 meters wide. 
There will also be a safe play 
area for children included. 

“I am planning that one 
day people will be able to 
walk from their lot over to 
where the coulee is, entirely 
through green space,” said 
Herman. 


In only a few months time 
Didsbury will welcome it’s 
next new subdivision, Deer 
Coulee Ranch (DCR). 

Deer Coulee Ranch is lo¬ 
cated on Herman and 
Shirley Dorin’s land, SE 
quarter Section 18. The cou¬ 
ple has owned this land since 
1970. It was annexed in 
1978. 

This land was given to 
the founder of Didsbury, 
Jacob Y. Shantz, as a domin¬ 
ion of Canada land grant in 
1900. 

“I have been dreaming 
about developing this land 
for 30 years,” said Herman. 

Herman has made his liv¬ 
ing mostly from cattle, since 
he stopped teaching in 1971. 
Prior to that Herman was a 
guidance counsellor at 
Didsbury High School and 
Ross Ford. Shirley worked 
as a substitute teacher un¬ 
til about 2000. 

“I have been more a 
rancher than a farmer,” said 
Herman.

Myron Thompson, Con¬ 
servative Candidate for 
Wild Rose, was abhorred to 
hear that convicted child 
molester/murderer Michael 
Briere admitted that he had 
consumed child pornogra¬ 
phy immediately prior to 
abducting and sexually as¬ 
saulting ten-year-old Holly 
Jones.

Dear Editor; 

No child, no family, and no 
community should go through 
what Toronto’s Holly Jones’ 
family has gone through. This 
brutal murder and dismem¬ 
berment of this young child by 
a computer programmer 
strikes at every Canadian. The 
shameful criminal act is unex¬ 
plainable to most people other 
than except in the most per¬ 
verse and incoherent manner 
that our legal process calls jus¬ 
tice. Words are not worthy of 
explaining the painful outrage 
many Canadians feel about 
this terrible crime. To the 
Jones family there are no 
words worthy of speaking to 
offer comfort. 

As a summary court judge, 
Justice of the Peace in and for 
the Northwest Territories 
1978-1982, I experienced first 
hand the inability of our polic¬ 
ing and court system to pre¬ 
vent most crime. Since this ob¬ 
servation, I have sought legal 
and moral alternative solu¬ 
tions to the feudal court sys¬ 
tem. It is painfully obvious the 
federal government must take 
on the responsibility of finding 
preventative measures to 
these horrifying criminal acts. 
Controlling the spread of de¬ 
grading child pornography, 
and decreasing child prostitu¬ 
tion is the very mandate of the 
federal government. Who but 
the Federal government can 
change the Criminal Code of 
Canada? Who but the federal 
government has the very re¬ 
sources to gather people to¬ 
gether to find solutions to 
these very preventable acts? 

Listening to some 1,400 mi¬ 
nor or summary offences cases 
in court, it is clear to me po¬ 
lice enforcement and due proc¬ 
ess has never been enough. 
The legal system served the 
interest of the administration 
of lawyers’ obligation to follow 
the law and the due process of 
making sure criminal’s have 
rights. At the end of a trial 


the victims were left with 
memories, and not much else. 

In the 1980’s I started send¬ 
ing letters lobbying the federal 
government to establish a na¬ 
tional crime prevention strat¬ 
egy. At the time, I called it a 
proposal to establish the Na¬ 
tional Crime Prevention Insti¬ 
tute. I sent letters to every or¬ 
ganization I thought would 
support such a national strat¬ 
egy. In addition, I was commit¬ 
ted to many local efforts, I 
helped form a Vandal Watch 
Program and a Crime Stoppers 
Program in Dawson Creek BC, 
and wrote some 50 articles re¬ 
lated to “Crime In Canada.” 
Today, under dusty piles of 
boxes are letters from Minis¬ 
ters of the Federal Govern¬ 
ment, judges and even a profes¬ 
sor of law all sounding very pro¬ 
found about the need to find 
better methods to prevent 
crime. After only six years the 
Federal Government an¬ 
nounced the formation of the 
Canadian National Crime Pre¬ 
vention Council. Ironically, the 
announcement came about at 
the same time when the Prime 
Minister Jean Chretien’s son 
was found guilty of his first 
sexual assault. 

The National Crime Preven¬ 
tion Council was and still is 
clearly a political football. The 
very people who supported the 
formation of the National 
Crime Prevention Strategy 
were not asked to sit on the 
council. The gun registry that 
was eventually recommended 
very early by the Liberal ap¬ 
pointed Council had no means 
of preventing any criminal 
behaviour. In spite of the very 
nature of the gun registry to 
fail, the federal government 
spent over a billion dollars reg¬ 
istering hunting rifles instead 
of preventing the spread of dis¬ 
gusting child pornography, or 
dealing with child prostitution 
or making our communities a 
safer place for children.. 

The two political parties 
who have held the highest of¬ 


fices in this land for over 100 
years have yet to figure out 
that crime prevention is not 
rocket science. When crime de¬ 
creases we are preventing 
crime! Mindlessly, spending a 
billion dollars on a gun regis¬ 
try with no hope of saving lives 
is spending a billion dollars. 
Plain and simple a waist of tax 
dollars! 

The last two provincial gov¬ 
ernments of Ontario are no dif¬ 
ferent. During the Mike 
Harris/Ernie Eves days, the 
Ontario College of Teachers 
allowed at least one convicted 
child rapist back into the 
teaching profession. How 
many in total has the Ontario 
College of Teachers welcomed 
back into the profession? I 
have no idea. All such hear¬ 
ings are held in secret behind 
closed doors. To the best of my 
knowledge all documents are 
shredded after 30 days. As per 
provincial government regula¬ 
tion, the victims and family 
members are not told the 
teacher is having a hearing for 
reinstated. The new minister 
of education under the liberal 
government was no better. In 
a letter I addressed to the Min¬ 
ister of Education in January 
2004 and two later phone calls 
to his office, I informed the 
Minister’s office that there is 
a clear loop hole to allow ad¬ 
ministrative friendly child 
molesters back into the class¬ 
rooms without victim impact 
statements. He has not re¬ 
sponded to my letter and his 
office claims these things “take 
time to deal with.” 

The death of Holly Jones is 
an example of a terrible violent 
sex crime with a modern twist. 
As boring as the word “pre¬ 
vention” sounds, it is the only 
pro-active way of saving young 
children from themselves and 
from perpetrators like Michael 
Briere. Canadian politicians 
like the idea of making new 
laws. With over 100,000 laws 
in our country, many laws are 
unenforceable, outdated or

developing a secure future for tomorrow. 
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obsolete even before they are 
enacted. I am concerned poli¬ 
ticians will be making more 
laws that are unenforceable or 
even hamper safe guarding 
young people. It is time to dis¬ 
cuss policies to stop criminal 
behaviour. 

Making law is only the pa¬ 
per work to prevent crime. 
Finding solutions and then 
implementing the solution is 
not only the goal but clearly 
the outcome all Canadians 
want. 

I for one have some ques¬ 
tions for the Prime Minister 
want-a-bees! What are you go¬ 
ing to do to prevent another 
case like that of Holly Jones? 


Spend more money? Make 
new laws? I put it to you Mr. 
Want-A-Be Prime Minister, 
your job is to review laws, 
make sure the laws are cur¬ 
rent, make sure the statutes 
are enforceable and workable 
to keep them in force and 
above all else... look out for 
the innocent kids like Holly? 

Publishing a new addition of 
the Criminal Code of Canada 
that was originally published 
in Great Britain and written in 
1892 is not good enough any 
more!

Teacher positions being cut 
in Chinook’s Edge

The Chinook’s Edge School 
Division, already engaged in 
mediated contract negotia¬ 
tions with it’s 800 teachers, 
has passed a budget calling for 
13 teachers and other support 
staff to be laid off. 

The budget calls for spend¬ 
ing of $80.4 million and rev¬ 
enues of $77.9 million, with the 
balance of $1.9 million taken 
out of reserves. 

The budget, which passed 
in a split decision on June 23, 
will have to be adjusted once 
a new contract is reached with 
the division’s teachers. 

The board did not say which 
schools will be losing teachers 
or support staff. 

Board chairman Roy 
Brassard lays blame for the 
cutback squarely on the shoul¬ 
ders of Alberta Learning. 

“We didn’t have the money,” 
said Brassard. “We’ve never 
felt that we’ve had sustainable 
funding ever since the arbi¬ 
trated settlement (in 2002). 


We, in the past, have had 
enough reserves we could draw 
on, and we don’t have those 
any more. It really comes out 
of instructional budgets and it 
comes down to taking it di¬ 
rectly out of the classrooms. 
We feel we have made every ef¬ 
fort possible to reduce expenses 
and now we have no alterna¬ 
tive but to address staff.” 

There are 11,000 students in 
Chinook’s Edge, including 
schools in Innisfail, Olds, 
Didsbury and Sundre. 

Bob Worsfold, president of 
ATA local #17, attended 
Wednesday’s board meeting in 
Innisfail. 

“Definitely nobody likes it. 
Teachers are losing prepara¬ 
tion time and class sizes may 
well be bigger, and nobody 
wants to see that.” 

The division’s teachers have 
been without a contract since 
Aug. 31, 2003. 

During the budget debate, 
trustee Sandi Chalmers said: 
“We’re already devastating 
some people by doing this. We 


were never funded for the ar¬ 
bitrary settlement (with teach¬ 
ers). We’ve been the fall-guys 
for the provincial govern¬ 
ment.” 

Trustee Ron Fisher called 
on administration to find ad¬ 
ditional savings at central of¬ 
fice so the money could go to¬ 
wards students. 

Chinook’s Edge superin¬ 
tendent Jim Gibbons said high 
utility costs are putting a lot 
of pressure on the division’s fi¬ 
nances. 

“We’ve had a difficult time 
balancing the maintenance 
budget for several years,” said 
Gibbons. “We’ve seen increas¬ 
ing utility costs and not 
enough funding to cover it 
over a number of years.” 

Brassard noted that a re¬ 
cent rise in fuel costs for the 
division’s bus fleet has also put 
pressure on the budget. 

The board has spoken to 
MLAs in the division about 
budget concerns, he noted. 

The budget will now be sub¬ 
mitted to Alberta Learning.

This morning I talked to one of my second cousins in Nor¬ 
way. We communicate quite regularly and like to keep 
abreast of family news. I talked about our wonderful grand¬ 
children and he told me about his daughters Katrine and 
Marianne who are five and eight years old. Marianne had a 
birthday recently and one of her gifts was a cell phone, she 
took it out of the package and immediately sent text mes¬ 
sages to her cousins in Poland. 

We got our cell phone about three months ago and what 
I would most like to do with it, is smash it with a sledge 
hammer. The one time that I really needed it the battery 
was dead, and while I can lock and unlock the key pad, make 
calls, and change the ring to vibrate I cannot shut the mis¬ 
erable thing off. If I fool with it long enough it will indeed 
shut off but I don't have the time or patience to spend half 
an hour shutting off the phone. I can only hope that in my 
vain and profane attempt to find the right combination to 
disable the thing, that I too have not sent text messages to 
someone in Poland. 

We have tried to ignore the technological revolution. I 
am not even sure that that is the right term for it. We said 
we were happy with tapes and did not want a CD player but 
we got one and we use it, I use the Computer to about one 
millionth of it's capacity, we pay bills by phone and my hus¬ 
band can program the VCR but we don't buy things on ebay, 
we don't play computer games, use a cash machine, burn 
our own CDs, or get our news from the net. We hate Self 
Serve gas and Pay and Display parking, we don't like bank 
machines. We got a cell phone because we are often on the 
road, our children all have them, and because pay phones 
no longer exist. We thought, poor, naive bumpkins that we 
are that we could get a simple phone that makes and re¬ 
ceives calls and is useful in an emergency. We were wrong. 

A user guide came with the phone and listed under Con¬ 
tents there are ten divisions that cover fifty four pages of 
instructions. This phone can do everything but make pan¬ 
cakes. It's a scheduler, an alarm clock, tip calculator, calcu¬ 
lator, timer, stopwatch, and flashlight. It plays six kinds of 
games, browses the web, takes messages, recognizes voice 
commands, does voicemail and picks up your email. You can 
change the ringer to play several tunes or silence it com¬ 
pletely and those are the functions that are written in a 
language I understand. I can't make them work but at least 
they are in a language that I recognize. I don't have any 
grasp for things like, "editing or erasing a contact" which 
sounds like something 007 would use to eliminate a for¬ 
eign agent, or "creating a secure environment," which may 
have something to do with storing weapons and locking 
doors. Who needs all this stuff? Who wants it? 

A little symbol that looks like an envelope means that 
you have a message. If the envelope is flashing it's an ur¬ 
gent message. The envelope began flashing before I had 
given our number to anyone. How urgent can it be if it's 
from somebody I don't know? Meanwhile how do I know that 
I am not inadvertently setting the thing in alarm clock mode 
and that it will not begin playing The Lone Ranger theme 
while I am speaking to a room full of seniors. Worst of all 
why can't I shut the rotten thing off? 

We are flying to Boston tomorrow morning and I would 
like to take the phone but this little scene keeps running 
through my mind.

Talks resume

A new memorandum of agree¬ 
ment was made late Saturday 
night between teachers and the 
Chinook’s Edge School Division 
board. 

Talks were at a standstill be¬ 
tween the two sides since June 1, 
but an ultimatum from Alberta 
Learning reignited the negotia¬ 
tions. The teachers were given the 
choice of coming to an agreement 
with the board, or losing an agree¬ 
ment made with the Ministry to 
take over the teachers’ portion of 
their pension payment. 

The deadline was first set for 
June 25, but once talks resumed, 
was extended until June 30. 

The Alberta School Board As¬ 
sociation and the provincial Al¬ 
berta Teachers’ Association asked 
for the extension on the deadline 
so they could have more time to 
get to an agreement. 

The CESD had a long day of 
discussions starting at noon and 
going until 10:15 p.m. 

Even though a new agreement 
is in the works for approval, I3ob 
Worsfold, representative for the 
ATA local #17, says he doesn’t 
think the government’s deadline 
helped restart the talks again. 

“We just hope this does it for 
this year,” Worsfold said. 

Until the government ultima¬ 
tum, talks between the CESD and 
the ATA were characterized as 
“bleak”, even with a government 
appointed mediator involved in the 
talks. 

The recommendations made by 
the mediator had been rejected 
twice by the board. CESD chair¬ 
man Roy Brassard says they were 
turned down because some of the 
issues mentioned hadn’t been

brought up at previous meetings. 

“I’m not sure where they came 
from. What we’d like to do is see 
some kind of a compromise be¬ 
tween what the board is hoping 
to achieve and what the teachers 
are hoping to achieve,” Brassard 
said. 

“We don’t feel that a compro¬ 
mise was struck,” he added. 

The ATA argued that the me¬ 
diator didn’t deal with some of the 
issues the board wanted because 
they weren’t issues the mediator 
was supposed to negotiate in. 

“That’s the way it is; it’s a com¬ 
promise,” Worsfold said. 

“(The recommendations) were 
a compromise. We weren’t totally 
happy about them, but to get it 
settled for this year, the teachers 
might have gone for it, but the 
board rejected them,” Worsfold 
said. 

Learning Minister Lyle Oberg 
issued the deadline on June 21. 
The government wants a 10-year 
salary contract signed by the 
teachers, still giving them the abil¬ 
ity to negotiate in their divisions 
to resolve local concerns. The gov¬ 
ernment would take over the un¬ 
funded pension liability - which is 
currently one-third of the pay¬ 
ments made by teachers - in re¬ 
turn for 10 years of labour peace. 

Should the government take 
over the pension payments, teach¬ 
ers would be saving about $2,000 
each in the first year. This means 
the government wouldn’t be giv¬ 
ing them a raise for the first year 
the contract would be in place, but 
every year after that they would 


receive increases each year ac¬ 
cording to the Average Weekly 
Earnings Index for Alberta. 

Also included in the govern¬ 
ments offer would be smaller class 
sizes according to the Learning 
Commission recommendation. 

Worsfold says the teachers have 
a bit of a concern over the length 
of the deal. 

“Not too many people sign a 
10-year deal where they can’t 
change any working conditions in 
it and can’t negotiate any work¬ 
ing conditions in it,” he said. 

Bart Johnson, spokesperson 
for Alberta Learning, feels this is 
a great opportunity for the teach¬ 
ers, and that anything less than 
10 years wouldn’t be worth the 
money it is putting into the pen¬ 
sion payments, 

“This is an unprecedented op¬ 
portunity in the province for 
school boards and the teachers’ 
union to get together and come to 
a contract that will guarantee sta¬ 
bility and labour peace in the sys¬ 
tem for a decade,” Johnson said. 

He added that “anything else 
would be inadequate given the 
sheer size of the pension liability 
the government would be taking 
over.” 

Annually the pension costs 
would be $62 million; and over the 
10 years equals a $5.7 billion li¬ 
ability that the government would 
assume. 

The teachers voted on the 
memorandum, Monday afternoon 
at the Olds high school. The board 
is voting tonight. Both sides are 
hoping to finish the negotiations.

Dear Family and

Janet and I 
were out at Miango Rest 
Home for several days 
and enjoyed it, particu¬ 
larly the fellowship and 
spiritual enrichment. The 
last two days were for our 
mission meeting and we 
went through a lot of 
business in a short time. 
Sadly, we also said good¬ 
bye to Lois Fuller after 
thirty years of service in 
Nigeria. 

We came into Jos to 
collect some things and 
then drove to Abuja. We 
took Lois to the airport 
Monday morning, went to 
the government offices on 
Tuesday, and took Janet 
to the airport on Wednes¬ 
day. 

By shortly before noon 


on Wednesday I was 
safely back in Jos, and 
grateful to be home. The 
Hillcrest compound 
where we live is virtually 
deserted but things are 
green and lush and the 
weather is quite moder¬ 
ate.

She’ll be back 
in about four weeks. In 
the meantime, I’m a bach¬ 
elor again.

Didsbury prepared , not scared in case of Disaster

Disaster. No one likes to 
think of it, much less make it a 
priority to plan for in their own 
households. Yet natural disas¬ 
ters, such as floods or tornadoes, 
technological or environmental 
accidents, power failures or 
service disruptions can strike a 
community at any time. Being 
unprepared can shatter your 
life. 

In Didsbury, at least part of 
the burden of ensuring we are 
prepared in the event of a dis¬ 
aster is taken care of, largely, by 
the Mountain View Regional 
Emergency Response Plan. The 
Plan was drawn up by munici¬ 
pal representatives from five 
towns in the County: Olds, 
Didsbury, Carstairs, Cremona, 
and Sundre. 

One of Didsbury’s repre¬ 
sentatives is Bob Wright. 
“Planning for disasters is really 
nothing new to the County,” ex¬ 


plains Wright. “...Disaster Serv¬ 
ices started after the war; but it 
was more of a ‘peace time’ disas¬ 
ter plan.” 

Wright says that the after- 
math of 911 has spurred the gov- 
ernment to make significant 
changes to the way municipali¬ 
ties plan for potential disasters. 
Federally, the role of disaster 
services falls under “Canada 
Critical Infrastructure Protec¬ 
tion and Emergency Prepared¬ 
ness.” In Alberta, the planning 
process falls under the Disaster 
Services Branch. 

“They are a lot more proactive 
now,” says Wright adding that a 
heightened emphasis on train¬ 
ing and educating workers is key 
to the successful implementa¬ 
tion of any emergency response 
plan. 

“Certainly as the town contin¬ 
ues to grow, we need to be updat¬ 
ing the information already writ¬ 


ten in the plan.” 

Wright says for that reason, 
the county-wide committee he 
sits on meets quarterly to keep 
current on changes to various 
element s of the plan (eg. commu¬ 
nity growth, emergency service 
coverage, etc.) “Once a year we 
also have an agency meeting 
where we involve anybody and 
everybody who plays a role in re¬ 
sponding to potential disaster 
incidents.” Wright says this in¬ 
cludes such entities as the power 
company, gas company, public 
works, RCMR Fire Department 
and EMS officials. 

Recently, town workers were 
trained in a special “Disaster 
Social Services Course” provid¬ 
ing participants with the knowl¬ 
edge, skills and tools required to 
develop and activate the Disaster 
Social Services Response Plan for 
their community. “These include 
such facets as: registration and 


inquiry, food, clothing, lodging 
and personal services. “They 
now know how to operate a re¬ 
ception centre.” Wright says this 
is just one of many other disas¬ 
ter services courses taken by 
municipal employees. “In the 
future, all town employees are 
going to be required to take a 
Basic Emergency Preparedness 
Course. 

Ensuring the elements of the 
county-wide Regional Disaster 
Plan stay current is just one goal 
of the Disaster Services Commit¬ 
tee. “We’ve had a disaster plan 
in place for many, many years,” 
says Wright, “...but it wasn’t re¬ 
ally active - that’s what we are 
trying to change. This is really a 
training year.”

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Family violence targeted 


by Dan Singleton 

RCMP officers, Crown prosecu¬ 
tors, victim service personnel, social 
workers and others have come to¬ 
gether to better coordinate the fight 
against domestic violence in central 
Alberta. 

“We need a collaborative com¬ 
munity response to family vio¬ 
lence," said Valerie Campbell, Al¬ 
berta Justice’s recently appointed 
Coordinator of Family Violence Ini¬ 
tiatives. 

"Not any specific system or pro¬ 
fession or front-line worker is able 
to deal with domestic violence by 
themselves, prevent it or properly 
treat. All the systems have to work 
together in a more collaborative re¬ 
sponse." 

Campbell spoke to 50 invited 
guests from across Mountain View 
County at Olds College on Thurs¬ 
day. discussing ways stakeholders 
can work together to better assess 
risks, coordinate evidence gather¬ 
ing, and assist victims. A Feb. 27 
murder-suicide in Sundre - where 
a 40-vear-old man killed another 
man and wounded his estranged 
wife before taking his own life - is 
;in example of the type of situation 
officials hope to prevent, she noted. 

"We can never say for sure 
whether we could have prevented 
something, but if we recognize the 
risk factors and the warning signs, 
only then can we begin to manage 
them properly so we can hopefully 
prevent incidents from happen¬ 
ing;,” she said. Olds Rf 'MP Sgt. Bob 
Phillips, who attended the lecture, 
said there's a growing need for co¬ 
ordination in the fight against do¬ 
mestic violence. 

"Obviously there is because we 
are having more domestic violence,” 
said Phillips. “It’s not going down, 
it's going up. It affects all of us so 
we might as well get together and 
do it properly.” 

RCMP Cpl. Jeff Mercier, who 
also attended the meeting, said vic¬ 
tims services is offered to all parties 


at all domestic violence incidents in 
Mountain View County. 

The RCMP always lay charge's 
in domestic violence cases when¬ 
ever there is any evidence of a crime, 
he said. 

Roberta Hammer, coordinator of 
Chinook Arch Victims Services, a 
group that gives support to victims 
of crime in centnd Alberta, said: 
“There is a huge need for everyone 
to work together to reduce the inci¬ 
dents of family violence. I think this 
has to happen across the province 
and across the country.” 

“Today’s lecture helped people 
understand the victims of family 
violence. With us understanding 
them better, we can support them 
better, we can get them out of the 
abusive situation. Assist them, con¬ 
vince them that they need to get 
out, that they can get out." 

During her lecture, Campbell 
outlined some of the things police 
and others should look for when as¬ 
sessing the risk of domestic vio¬ 



lence: 

- Action of pending separation 

- Escalation of violence 

- Prior threats to kill victim of 
threats with a weapon 

- Obsessive behaviour (including 
stalking) 

- Access to or possession of fire¬ 
arms 

- Excessive alcohol or drug use 

- New partner in victim’s life 

- Destruction of victim’s property 

- Violence against family pets. 

Alberta Justice’s Family Vio¬ 
lence' Initiatives w;is launched in 
April to bring stakeholders together 
to “develop and deliver training on 
family violence issues to prosecu¬ 
tors and police to assist them in in- 
vestigutingand prosecuting domes¬ 
tic violence cases.” According to Sta¬ 
tistics Canada, one-quarter of all 
violent crimes reported in Canada 
are family-violence related. Of those, 
two-third involved in spousal vio¬ 
lence and 85 per cent of the victims 
were women.

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RCMP relate 
increased crime 
rate to increased 
drug use, 

operations

Olds RCMP Sgt. Bob 
Phillips and Didsbury 
RCMP Sgt. Gerry Tonn 
visited with Mountain 
View County council last 
week, and explained that 
the crime numbers are up 
in some areas or else have 
remained steady com¬ 
pared to last year. Tonn 
says that many of these 
increases can be blamed 
on increase in 
populations as well as in¬ 
creased drug use and 
grow operations within 
the County. 

In the Didsbury RCMP 
detachment area, which 
consists of Didsbury, 
Carstairs and as far West 
as Water Valley property 
and person crimes have 
either risen or remained 
constant, similar to that 
of the Olds RCMP detach¬ 
ment. 

“I think by and large 
(crime) is on the rise to 
some extent. We feel that 
we can relate that to in¬ 
creased drug use,” Tonn 
told County council last 
week. “It doesn’t take a 
genius to figure out that 
if someone has a drug 
problem that they steal 
property to get money.” 

Tonn says that the ru¬ 
ral areas are seeing more 
grow operations pop up 
in small, rural communi¬ 
ties because at times it’s 
easier to hide, compared 
to if these operations 
were to be in the city. 

“It’s definitely on the 
upswing,” he said. “We 
are close enough to the 
city that we are going to 
get that draft.” 

Sgt. Phillips says that 
what makes the Olds, 
Didsbury, and the Sundre 
detachments unique, com¬ 
pared to other areas in the 
Province is that they all 
work as one team. 

“Even though we are 
in different areas, (the 
three detachments) share 
members and resources.” 

Phillips says that their 
own areas are very impor¬ 
tant to them, but says 
that they assist one an¬ 
other if one of the other 
detachments is short a 
member or during fairs 
and rodeos when there is 
an increased number of 
people in their detach¬ 
ment areas. 

“We all know each oth¬ 
ers areas and we all sup¬ 
port one another, so it’s 
a win, win situation,” 
Phillips said. “It works 
out very, very good.” 


Reeve Ian Harvie ques¬ 
tioned the two Command¬ 
ers on rural crime watch, 
and their thoughts on the 
organizations. 

“Rural Crime Watch is 
as good as the person 
that puts the energy into 
it,” Tonn said. 

Tonn says that if the 
organizations can get the 
right people to volunteer 
that it becomes a very 
good resource, because 
extra eyes and ears are 
also an excellent tool for 
the RCMP 

Harvie also asked 
about the D.A.R.E. pro¬ 
gram, which has been 
more popular in the com¬ 
munities of Olds, 
Didsbury, and Sundre - as 
they have more officer re¬ 
sources. 

“It’s a very, very good 
program - yet it’s a very 
demanding program,” 
Phillips said, who ex¬ 
plained that he has more 
than one officer trained, 
to ensure his force re¬ 
sources aren’t cut down. 

The Didsbury detach¬ 
ment on the otherwise 
currently has no mem¬ 
bers trained to faculate 
the DARE program, and 
according to Tonn it may 
be a while before the pro¬ 
gram is offered again by 
the detachment. 

“I don’t have anyone 
really showing interest in 
giving up any of their 
time,” Tonn said, who 
added that his detach¬ 
ment is also short one 
member right now. 

Tonn says that despite 
the detachment being lo¬ 
cated within the Town of 
Didsbury, their coverage 
area is huge and they try 
very hard to protect their 
entire region. 

“We don’t feel we have 
nine members dedicated 
to the Town of Didsbury, 
but rather we feel we have 
nine members dedicated 
to our detachment area,” 
Tonn said. 

Tonn touched on the 
detachment not having 
enough members, and 
says that training an of¬ 
ficer to facilitate the 
DARE program, at this 
time, may not be appropri¬ 
ate. Tonn says that he 
needs more members, yet 
the Province isn't willing 
to invest any more money 
into policing at this time, 
making it very hard on 
small, rural detachments, 
like Didsbury. 

“Wherever the buck 
stops is all we can do,” 
Tonn said.

... was Ross Ford's birthday in Newstadt, Ontario. He came to 
Didsbury in 1921 where he finished his high school then went on to 
become a teacher. He taught at Westcott, Crossfield, Didsbury and 
Edmonton. Mr. Ford worked for the federal government in the training 
branch of the Department of Labor in Ottawa later becoming director 
of Technical and Vocational Training in Canada. After retirement he 

served as Area Supervisor 
for C.U.S.O. in the 
Caribbean for two years;

QUESTION: We have a 1-year-old daughter and we want 
to raise her right. I've heard that parents can increase the 
mental abilities of their children if they stimulate them prop¬ 
erly during the early years. Is this accurate, and if so, how 
can I accomplish this with my baby? 

DR. DOBSON: Research has shown that parents can, in¬ 
deed, increase the intellectual capability of their children. This 
conclusion was first reached through the renowned Harvard 
University's Preschool Project. A team of researchers lead by 
Dr. Burton White studied young children aged 8 to 18 months 
over a 10-year period, hoping to discover which experiences in 
the early years of life contribute to the development of healthy, 
intelligent human beings. The results of this important study 
are summarized below. 

1. It is increasingly clear that the origins of human compe¬ 
tence are to be found in a critical period of development between 
8 and 18 months of age. The child's experiences during these 
brief months do more to influence future intellectual compe¬ 
tence than any time before or after. 

2. The single most important environmental factor in the life 
of the child is his or her mother. "She is on the hook," said Dr. 
White, and carries more influence on her child's experiences 
than any other person or circumstance. 

3. The amount of live language directed to a child (not to be 
confused with television, radio or overheard conversations) is 
vital to his or her development of fundamental linguistic, intel¬ 
lectual and social skills. The researchers concluded, "providing 
a rich social life for a 12- to 15-month-old child is the best thing 
you can do to guarantee a good mind." 

4. Those children who were given free access to living areas 
of their homes progressed much faster than those whose move¬ 
ments were restricted. 

5. The nuclear family is the most important educational de¬ 
livery system. If we are going to produce capable, healthy chil¬ 
dren, it will be by strengthening family units and by improving 
the interactions that occur within them. 

6. The best parents were those who excelled at three key func¬ 
tions: 

a. They were superb designers and organizers of their chil¬ 
dren's environments. 

b. They permitted their children to interrupt them for brief, 
30-second episodes, during which personal consultation, com¬ 
fort, information and enthusiasm were exchanged. 

c. They were firm disciplinarians while simultaneously show¬ 
ing great affection for their children. Occasionally, information 
comes along that needs to be filed away for future reference. 
These findings from the Harvard University Preschool Project 
are that significant. You will not want to forget those six find¬ 
ings. I believe they hold the keys to raising healthy children. 

QUESTION: I am a single mother with a 5-year-old son. How 
can I raise him to be a healthy man who has a good masculine 
image? 

DR. DOBSON: As I think you recognize from your ques¬ 
tion, your son has needs that you're not properly equipped to 
meet. Your best option, then, is to recruit a man who can act as 
a mentor to him — one who can serve as a masculine role model. 

In her book, "Mothers and Sons," the late Jean Lush talked 
about the challenges single mothers face in raising sons. She 
says the ages 4 to 6 are especially important and difficult. I agree. 
A boy at that age still loves his mother, but he feels the need to 
separate from her and gravitate toward a masculine model. If 
he has a father in the home, he'll usually want to spend more 
time with his dad apart from his mother and sisters. If his dad 
is not accessible to him, a substitute must be found. 

Admittedly, good mentors can be difficult to recruit. Consider 
your friends, relatives or neighbours who can ofTer as little 
as an hour or two a month. In a pinch, a mature high schooler 
who likes kids could even be "rented" to play ball or go fishing 
with a boy in need. 

Certainly single mothers have many demands on their time 
and energy, but the effort to find a mentor for their sons might 
be the most worthwhile contribution they can make.
